I showed Quie a copy of the Director^ classified letter 

of 26 October 1974 to Chairman Lucien Nedzi, Intelligence Subcommittee of 

House Armed Services Committee, on this subject, I explained to Quie our 

reluctance to give him an unclassified denial of this allegation, which he 

could appreciate. He added, however, that he had gotten in a jam in his 

district in denying Agency involvement in Chile, later to find that in fact 

we were. He said he had relied on assurances from someone (not from the 


Agency). I made it clear to the Congressman that the Agency was not involved 


in the coup in Chile and the statement to that effect was still accurate. We 


discussed the possibility of his getting a copy of Chairman Nedzi's response 


to the similar inquiry which might have been useful to him in replying to 
McGovern, I told Quie I would look into this and be back in touch with him.
